LEA wins school bargaining agent election 271-216

Lompoc Unified School District teachers have chosen the Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation to be their first collective bargaining agent in a close election against the 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers. The vote was 271 to 216 
About 95 per cent, or 493 out of 522 eligible teachers, cast secret ballots in the state- 
conducted election Six voted for no representation 
and the rest for one of the two 
unions, which will negotiate with the school district board of trustees for salary in­ 
creases, fringe benefits and working conditions 
With about 320 members, the LEA was favored to win. but still had to fight hard for 
the victorv LEA lost nearly 50 membership votes to the LET, which won 76 votes, 
about a 50 per cent increase, over its own membership of 140 
Twenty-eight votes for the LET rather than for the LEA would have swung the elec­ 
tion to LET 
We knew it was going to be close." LEA President Carol Linger said after the 
ballot counting in the district board room "The federation was putting up a good 


fight and we knew it " LEA was not so much worried as “ very cautious during the 
two-week campaign, she said 
LEA was self-confident enough, though, to come to the ballot counting with press 
releases announcing its victory Distributors had only to fill in a few blanks with the 
final vote tallies 
The LEA release said that Lompoc teachers "will now be represented by LEA in 
all future negotiations with the school district." But. in fact, another election with 
the LET could be held next year if 30 per cent of the teachers petitioned for it 
"If they don't produce, teachers will elect the LFT next time." LFT President 
Norman Larson said 
"As the loyal opposition we're going to hold them accountable, but we re going to 
support them totally in their negotiations," another LET organizer said 
Though it lost the election, the LET may continue to exist and provide its services 
to members. But LET loses automatic receipt of dues through payroll deductions. 
Still, only LEA members need pay LEA dues, since the association does not plan to 
bargain for "agency shop, in which all teachers, even if they don t belong to a union, 


pay dues to the exclusive bargaining agent.

the LEA plans to submit its 60-page contract proposal to the district for publica­ 
tion in the next school board agenda for its meeting on May 24 The public can com­ 
ment on the proposal at the following board meeting

The board, in turn, will prepare an "initial response 
to each item in the proposed 
teacher contract 
It's not uncommon for a district to spend a couple months review­ 
ing proposals before responding." said Alice Milligan, assistant superintendent in 
charge of personnel and special services and chief negotiator for the board. 


Also on the district bargaining team are assistant superintendent in charge of in­ 
struction Camillo (Mel) Wilde school principals Wilbur Krauth and Robert Mott, 
Board President Barbara Berg and new member Robert Coe, and a representative 
from the district business division, possibly Business Manager Joe Carlin 


Thev will meet with LEA members Carol Linger, president-elect Ruth Hadley, 
Dick Shiers. Jim Swartz and Bill Yates The team has not yet appointed its cruet 
spokesperson, Linger said.

W ASHINGTON (UP!) -President Carter has reached a compromise agreement 
with key congressmen which could allow Israel and other allies to produce weapons 
with technology provided by the United States, sources said today 
Congressional sources indicated the agreement was reached at an hour-long White 
House meeting today involving Carter. Speaker Thomas O Neill and members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
Details of the "co-production" agreement were not immediately announced but 
Carter would apparently have final say on which countries would get approval to 
make arms and weapons parts. 
Congressional sources indicated the agreement could allow Israel to begin produc­ 
ing tank parts, among other things It could also involve aircraft and non-strategic 
missiles. 
Carter accepted a revised proposal by the Foreign Relations Committee which 
would allow co-production and the transfer of advanced technology to countries 
friendly to the United States if Carter certifies they "must depend on an advanced 
weaponry to offset quantitative and other disadvantages to maintain a regional 
balance."

Oil from the Ghawar field passes

The committee voted 5 to 4 to send the 
measure, permitting election day voter 
registration in federal elections, to the 
Senate floor A similar bill already has 
cleared the House Administration Com­ 
mittee 
Sen Mark Hatfield. R-Ore , made the 
motion to send the measure to the full 
Senate, conceding any further effort by 
Republicans to try to amend it would be 
“ an exercise in futility 


The bill would permit eligible voters to 
simultaneously register — with either a 
driver s license or similar identification 
and vote on election day 
Shortly before the committee acted. 

R Mich., produced 
telegram responses from U S attorneys 
to a Justice Department survey on state 
registration procedures

John Field. Ill, U S attorney for the 
southern district of West Virginia, said. 
"E le c tio n Day registration would 
destroy the democratic process in this 
state which is known for buying and sell­ 
ing elections without regard for right and 
wrong

Some financing for equipment and 
facilities also comes from the two coun­ 
ties. and the California Air Resources 
Board is also actively participating in 
the effort 
The actual operation of the program, 
according to English, is handled by the 
SAl 
Science Applications Inc., of La 
Jolla 
Ruth S 
Sheridan, manager of en­ 
vironmental programs for SAI, was on 
hand to provide scientific data on the 
fledgling program 
The company will 
monitor such pollutants as sulfur diox­ 
ides hvdrogen sulfides, total sulfates, 
wind d ire c tio n and speed and 
temperature 
An SAl meteorologist, 
Thomas Rappolt. explained the weather 
factors that affect pollution 


English said the year-long study will 
provide "a significant amount of air 
monitoring data 
that should accurately 
reveal the atmospheric levels of the ox­ 
ides of sulfur in northern Santa Barbara 
County and in San Luis Obispo County 


Information on the levels of oxides of 
sulfur in the atmosphere is essential to 
planners, 
air quality 
scientists,

WASHINGTON (U PI i 
Ruling quick­ 
ly on what one member called a 
"shocking" scheme to cheat the govern­ 
ment. the Federal Election Commission 
today ordered Pennsylvania Gov Milton 
Shapp to repay the entire $299.066 in 
federal election funds from his 1976 
presidential campaign 


The EEC said the Shapp campaign sub­ 
mitted improper contributions from five 
states and thus the millionaire governor 
did not qualify for any of the federal sub­ 
sidies in his abortive bid for the 
Democratic nomination 
The six-member bi-partisan EEC fined 
a dozen Shapp "contributors," but 
refused to say whether legal action 
would be taken against the governor or 
any of his staff It said the investigation 
will continue 


The fines of between $25 and $500 were 
ordered for 12 of 16 persons who. the 
EEC said, signed statements in which 
they agreed to testify in the investiga­ 
tion 


One commissioner called it "shocking 
a casual and cavalier" scheme involv­ 
ing contributions reported from Nevada, 
Georgia, Alabama, North Carolina and 
Texas 


The heaviest fine of $500 was levied 
against Gus Nicholas of Pittsburgh who 
was also a part-time resident of Kill 
Devil Hills, N C The EEC said Nicholas 
gave money to two North Carolina resi­ 
dents who, in turn, donated it to the 
Shapp campaign

M a r g a r e t 
Nicholson of 4050 St Andrews 
Ct face a possible one year in 
jail each for keeping too many 
dogs in their home in 1975 and 
now for allegedly harboring a 
fox that they nursed from in­ 
fancy The fox has since died, 
according to the Nicholsons 
The case involving the fox led 
to a finding by Municipal Judge 
Robert Eckhoff that the couple 
was in violation of the original 
terms of probation on the dog 
case 
Eckhoff made that finding a 
reality Wednesday and asked 
the probation department for a 
supplemental report on the 
Nicholsons for submission on 
June 1 


At that time also Eckhoff will 
take up the separate case 
against the Nicholsons involv­ 
ing the alleged violation of state 
law prohibiting the keeping of 
wild animals without a permit.

filed an affidavit with the court 
a lle g in g 
th at E c k h o ff is

The violation of probation and 
ultimate conviction on the fox 
harboring cha*ge could mean 
separate six-month jail terms 
for each of the Nicholsons — or 
one year each, if the judge 
made the term s run con­ 
secutively All three cases, the 
original dog case, the question 
of violation of probation and 
now the fox harboring element, 
are misdemeanors 
Still another facet of the 
tangle is the question of

The probation officer as­

reportedly filed a petition with

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Britons fume 
over Callaghan 
kin appointment 


LONDON (D P I) - Britain 
has named Peter Jay. son-in- 
law of Prime Minister James 
Callaghan, as its new ambassa­ 
dor to the United States, spark 
ing furious cries of protest in 
the House of Commons 


Foreign Secretary David 
Owen said Wednesday that Jay, 
a 40-year-old journalist, will 
succeed S ir P e te r Ram- 
sbothom, who has been ap­ 
p o in te d 
g o v e rn o r 
and 
commander-in-chief of Ber­ 
muda 


The tall, handsome Jay is the 
youngest British ambassador 
ever appointed to Washington, 
Britain’s largest embassy, and 
will assume his new post in Ju 
ly. Foreign Office officials said 


Members of both the Labor 
and Conservative parties in the 
House of Commons roundly 
condemned the appointment 


“ I hope the entire Labor 
m ovem ent w ill un ite in 
condemning this indefensible 
appointment," 
said

Hamilton “ We cannot allow it 
to go unchallenged in the Labor 
movement The prime minister 
must have taken temporary

Other lawmakers said the ap­ 
pointment showed "astonish­ 
ingly bad judgment” and ac­ 
cused Callaghan of "shocking 
nepotism " 


Owen, attempting to defuse 
the criticism of Callaghan, said 
he made the decision to appoint 
Jay and said ‘‘if you criticize 
anyone for this appointment, 
criticize me 
He called Jay a 


"man of outstanding ability” 
and ‘‘one of the most able peo­ 
ple of my generation ” 


But opposition Conservative 
member of Parliament Norman 
Tebbit said dryly, ‘‘I am unable 
to detect his unique qualifica­ 
tions, other than that of being 
married to the prime minister's 
daughter " 
Ja y has been economics 
editor of the Times newspaper 
since 1967, including a period 
from January to December 1969 
working from Washington He 
also appears on the weekly 
current affairs television pro­ 
gram 
Weekend World 


Jay is regarded as very much 
like his father, former Labor 
Cabinet Minister Douglas Jay 
an intellectually gifted man 
and a supporter of the Labor 
party, but something of a 
maverick 


As a journalist, he has not 
hesitated to go against the main 
party view and press for cuts in 
public expenditure to balance 
the nation's income 


Before entering journalism. 
Jay was a Treasury official 
from 1961 to 1967 


He m arried Callaghan s 
daughter Margaret in 1961 
They have one son and two 
daughters ranging in age from 5 
to 11 


Foreign Office officials said 
Jay's salary as ambassador will 
be $31.750 in addition to $68.000 
in allowances But officials said 
he actually will not be increas­ 
ing his income, which already is 
substantial from his newspaper 
and television jobs

“ Some deaths resulted from 
drought and use of elephant 
range for agricultural lands, 
hut most elephant deaths were 
caused by the increase in the 
price of ivory." he said

That's the warning in a report 
prepared by two scientists for 
the federal Energy Research & 
Development 
Administration 
They said that air pollution in 
doors “ is frequently worse than 
pollution levels outdoors and 
possibly more hazardous to 
health because the majority of 
the population spends far more 
time indoors than outdoors 


They noted that with the 
current 
emphasis on energy 
conservation, people are seal­ 
ing their homes, thus trapping 
gases, dust and odors inside to 
be re-breathed by the oc­ 
cupants 


"People spend 80 per cent of 
the time indoors.' 
said re­ 
searcher Craig Hollowell in a 
interview with I ’P I Wednesday 
"Studies show pollutant levels 
high inside the homes during 
periods of cooking and with 
some types of heating 


The Berkeley laboratory has 
undertaken an extensive study 
of indoor air pollution because 
e n e r g y 
c o n s e r v a t i o n 
is 
resulting in more tightly closed 
windows in dwellings, schools, 
hospitals and office buildings 


"With the typical house gas 
stove and the air changing three 
or four times an hour there is no

LONDON (U P I) - The North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
which ended its two-day council 
session with an endorsement of 
President Carter's proposals to 
streamline the alliance, turns 
next week to a more detailed 
examination of the measures 
Carter urged NATO to adopt 
both short-and long-term plans 
to improve cooperation and ef­ 
ficiency 
He offered the pos­ 
sibility of a "two-way street’’ in 
arms development, 
manufac­ 
ture and procurem ent and 
suggested the 15 member na­ 
tions jointly conduct a review of 
their relations with the Soviet 
bloc 
All these suggestions were 
accepted by the NATO leaders 
at their closing session Wednes­ 
day. 
An examination of measures 
to strengthen the alliance while 
at the same time trimming 
down its fat will begin in Brus­ 
sels next week at a two-dav 
m eeting of 
NATO defense 
ministers 
Carter said he has instructed 
Secretary of Defense Harold 
Brown to start looking into pos­ 
sibilities of obtaining Eu ro ­ 
pean m ilitary equipment when

Brown will be at the Brussels 
meeting with detailed proposals

"Everyone has a dream And 
if you want to have your dream 
you have to work for it, 
said 
Max Goldberg. 75. a retired 
pharmacist 
and 
chiropractor 
and a member of the society 
"T h at's what Alger belie­ 
ved." Goldberg said of the 19th- 


century author 
whose name 
became synonymous with the 
rag s to - rich e s 
A m e ric a n 
dream 
Alger, a Unitarian minister, 
helped homeless newsboys and 
bootblacks in New York, then 
wrote several hundred novels 
and short stories to dramatize 
their plight and eventual suc­ 
cess He died in 1899 
Ragged Dick. Tattered Tom 
and Dan the Newsboy led 
readers who bought 
the 400 
million copies of his books to 
the belief that anyone could do 


w ell 
in 
A m e rica 
through 
diligence, thrift and honesty 
"Sure it's nostalgic And I am 
a great believer that luck plays 
its part 
But that doesn't get 
away from the practical end of 
it," Goldberg said "Alger real­ 
ly showed life as it is 
The 200 m em bers of the 
Horatio Alger Society, who 
vary widely in age and occupa­ 
tion and come from as far away 
as Japan and Iran, are holding 
their annual convention in 
Waltham Mass . today through

Rosalie McVicar answers our request today in shar­ 
ing a few of her favorite recipes, gleaned from various 
sources From a woman’s magazine came the first, 
found to be most tasty and easily made “ I don’t know 
where I got the others, she says, “ but they're good " 
Like most good cooks, she just collects and tries any 
number Some become standbys for the family menus 
These she can recommend 
John Wayne’s Cheese Casserole 
1 can (4-oz. size) green chiles, drained 
1 lb Monterey Jack cheese, coarsely grated 
1 lb Cheddar cheese, coarsely grated 
4 egg whites 
4 egg yolks 
2 3 cup canned evaporated milk, undiluted 
1 tbsp flour 


' 2 tsp salt 
Hi tsp pepper 
2 medium tomatoes, sliced 
Preheat oven to 325F. Remove seeds from chiles and 
dice 
In a large bowl, combine the grated cheeses and 
green chiles Turn into a well-buttered, shallow 2- 
quart casserole (12 by 8 by 2 in.) 
In large bowl, with electric mixer at high speed, 
beat egg whites just until peaks form Beat egg yolks 
with flour, salt, pepper and milk Fold into egg whites 
With a folk “ ooze’’ the egg mixture into the grated 
cheese and green chiles. Bake uncovered. 30 min 
Remove from oven and place sliced tomatoes around 
edge of casserole Return to oven and bake 30 min 
more 


Hungry Jack Barbecued Beef and Beans 
1 lb ground beef 
1 tsp salt 
1 16 oz can pork and beans 


3 1 can barbecue sauce 
1 tbsp brown sugar 
1 tbsp instant minced onion 
1 can refrigerated biscuits 
1 cup shredded Cheddar cheese 
Preheat oven to 375F Brown ground beef, drain Stir 
in next 5 ingredients, heat until bubbly; pour into 2 qt 
casserole Cut biscuits in half to form 20 half circles 
Place cut side-dowTi around edge of casserole Sprinkle 
with cheese Bake 25 to 30 min until biscuits are 
golden brown 


Meatball Stroganoff 
In a 2-qt bowl mix 1 lb ground lean beef, 1 tsp salt. 
*» tsp pepper. V* cup catsup or chili sauce, 1 tbsp 
Worcestershire sauce. l 4 cup finely cut onion. *2 cup 
corn flake crumbs and Mr cup evaporated milk 
Shape beef mixture into 16 meatballs Roll in 2 tbsp 
flour 
Brown slowly in 10 in. skillet in 2 tbsp hot 
shortening Drain off drippings 


Push meatballs to side of skillet Add a mixture of 1 
cup evaporated milk, 1 tbsp vinegar, 1 can Cream of 
Mushroom soup and I ‘ 2 tsp Worcestershire Heat un­ 
til steaming hot Do no boil Serve over cooked noo­ 
dles. Serves 4 


Portuguese Sweet Bread 
1 small baking potato, peeled and cut in thick slices 
About 1*2 cups boiling water 
I tbsp each milk and butter or margarine 
1 package active dry yeast 
1/3 cup sweetened condensed milk 
34 cup sugar 
» 4 cup ( V8 lb.) melted but tier or margarine, cooled to 
lukewarm 
3 eggs, lightly beaten 


*2 tsp ground mace or nutmeg 
1 tsp grated lemon peel 
About 5 cups regular all-purpose flour (unsifted) 
Cook potato in the boiling water until very soft, 
about 20 min Drain water , cool to 105 degrees Mash 
potato until smooth, then measure ‘ 2 cup To the M 
cup mashed potato add the one tbsp each milk and 
butter 
In large bowl soften the yeast in the 3i cup cooled 
cooking water for 5 min Stir in the condensed milk, 
sugar, the melted butter, eggs, mace, lemon peel and 
the potato mixture 
With a wooden spoon, gradually beat in about 41 ^ 
cups of the flour Spread remaining 1 2 cup of flour on a 
board and turn out dough on it With floured hands, 
knead dough, adding flour as necessary to keep it from 
sticking, until it is smooth Let rise covered, in a 
greased bowl until almost doubled, about 45 min 
Turn dough out on a lightly floured board and knead 
two or three times Shape and bake as directed below 
Butter and dust with flour a 10-inch tube pan or a 2’ 2 
to 3 qt mold For a tube pan. roll dough into a 16 inch 
long rope and wind it into the pan so that the ends 
meet; pinch ends to seal For a tubeless pan, shape 
dough into a ball with a smooth rounded top and set 
smooth side down in the pan Cover and let rise until 
almost doubled, about 45 min Bake in a 325F oven un­ 
til well browned and bread begins to pull away from 
pan sides, about 50 min for tube pans. 60 min for 
tubeless pans Cool 10 min in the pan then turn out on 
wire rack

LOS A N G E L E S (U F I) 
Gerald Ford, appearing as a un­ 
iversity 
professor, 
dropped 
some broad hints he might try 
to win back his old job in the 
White House in 1980 
i 'm not saying I'm a can­ 
didate — and I'm not saying I'm 
not a candidate,1' Ford said 
Wednesday 
i ’ll be 64 in July, I'm in 
perfect health and I have the 
desire to see the philosophy that 
I recommend be laid out in the 
political spectrum 
"I'm going to be around” he 
said, replying to a question 
about his political plans during 
a session with about 70 jour­ 
nalism 
students and faculty 
members at the University of 
Southern California. 
" I think no one should pre­ 
empt the Republican nomina­ 
tion in 1980 I think there are 
some known and very honora­ 
ble candidates We’ll just have 
to wait and see” 
Ford also met with political 
science, economics, perform­ 
ing arts and business classes 
and attended receptions with 
athletes and international stu­ 
dents during the first day of his 
three-day lectureship at USC 
Ford started his classroom 
visits with a 20-minute lecture 
before more than 200 political 
science students, followed by a 
half hour of questions 
Asked about Richard Nixon s 
televised interviews with David 
Frost, Ford replied 
"M r Nixon's words speak for 
themselves I do not think it ap­ 
propriate for me to make any 
comments ’ 
When the same student asked 
if he regretted pardoning Nix­ 


on, Ford said he thought he had 
acted in the “ national interest” 
and would do the same thing 
again 
“ As President 1 was spending 
25 per cent of my time meeting 
with lawyers in the White 
House and lawyers in the 
Department of Justice and get­ 
ting their advice on what we 
should do with his tapes, with 
his d o c u m e n ts,’ ’ he e x ­ 
plained 
"At the same time we were 
fighting inflation of over 12 per 
cent and we were on the brink 
of the worst recession in 40 
years 
" I felt that in the national in­ 
terest I should concentrate 100 
per cent on the economic 
problems this country had in­ 
stead of worrying about what 
we should do with tapes and the 
like 


Between classes he walked

Costly votes 


We note once again the 
relative futility of another 
federally mandated program 
— the printing of election 
ballots and m a te r ia l in 
Spanish. 
In the last March 8 election 
in Santa Barbara County, 39 
ballots printed in Spanish were 
cast out of 140 targeted voters. 
This computed to a cost of 
$237.25 per ballot cast. The 
cost of a ballot in English was 
821 2 cents. 
Total cost of printing 
Spanish ballots and voter 
pamphlets for the County was 
$9,252.88 
Translation costs 
were put at $675.50, and ballot 
changes cost another $1,950 on 
top of cost of sample and of­ 
ficial ballots and voter 
pamphlets. 
There must be a cheaper 
method. 
The only reason that the 
county is mandated to print 
Spanish voter pamphlets and 
election ballots is simply 
because this county has a 
relatively high percentage of 


persons with Spanish sur­ 
names. It appears that nobody 
took the trouble to figure out 
that the vast majority of those 
with Spanish surnames in this 
county speak and read perfect 
English. 
Printing election materials 
in Spanish is not the only cost. 
There is an increasing use of 
bilingual m a te ria l from 
government at all levels. We 
receive minutes of commis­ 
sion 
meetings printed 
in 
English and Spanish and for 
what reason, we do not know. 
Certainly there must be con­ 
siderable costs 
involved 
in 
double-printing and transla­ 
tion. 
At the fear of urging another 
government study, we wonder 
why county government, or 
city government for that mat- 
t e r . 
ha v e n t 
t a r g e t e d 
specifically on the number of 
Spanish persons involved who

Washington Merry-Go-Round

PR firm tries 
cancer-linked 
to se 
drug 


WASHINGTON — An apocryphal story 
is told about an advertising firm which 
was asked to produce a slick campaign to 
sell cigarettes after the Surgeon General 
determined they caused cancer 
For 
days the ad men agonized over how to 
overcome the health-hazard problem At 
last a bright young ex­ 
ecutive came up with 
a slogan for the new 
campaign “ Cancer is 
good for you!” 
Huckstering 
hasn t 
quite sunk to that level 
at Hill and Knowlton. 
the nation's largest 
public relations firm 
But the New York 
firm has se cre tly 
proposed an all-out 
media offensive to 
push a drug that has 
been linked to cancer and birth defects 
The drug is estrogen, which millions of 
women in menopause take to replace the 
hormones they have lost 
But recent 
tests indicate that use of the drug in­ 
creases the risk of cancer of the uterus 
Ayerst Laboratories, which produces 
an estrogen drug called Premarin 
responded to the danger by adding a 
warning to the label 
But Hill and 
Knowlton viewed the cancer risk merely 
as a public 
relatio n s problem 
“ Menopause remains a fashionable 
topic, cancer is always current, drug 
side effects have not lost their jour­ 
nalistic appeal.'' the firm warned 
“ Sales could be eroding at an ac­ 
celerating rate ” 
Disregarding the medical evidence, 
the firm called for “ a communications 
program to provide quick counterac­ 
tion” to the news that estrogen users 
were more likely to get cancer The PR 
firm offered to “ counteract unfavorable 
publicity incidents“ by placing “ a com­ 
prehensive article on the menopause in a 
major women’s magazine ’’ The article 
would be slanted, presumably, in favor 
of estrogen 
“ The prime targets here would be Mc­ 
Call's, Ladies Home Journal. Family 
Circle and Red book.” the company 
suggested 
“ A possible theme is the 
stages of life that women pass through — 
the triumphs, tragedies, challenges of 
each ” 
The firm was also prepared to place 
articles “ with syndicated columnists on 
newspapers' women’s pages ” The com­ 
pany’s own hucksters would also write 
articles for small-town 
readers 
“ Features and shorter fillers should be 
distributed to suburban and small-town 
daily and weekly newspapers through 
Hill and Knowlton's service that 
provides, free of charge, material in 
ready-to-use form ” 
The company even wanted to hire and 
train a “ television spokeswoman” who 
would defend the drug on talk shows 
across the country 
A 
film on 
menopause, touting the drug, could also 
be shown to women's clubs, the firm 
suggested 
The PR men offered to train Ayerst 
spokesmen to rebut “ damaging com­ 
mentary’ by delivering “ a prepared or 
spontaneous comment confidentially and 
convincingly ” 


Ayerst flatly rejected the Hill and 
Knowlton scheme It “ seemed to be in­ 
sensitive to the concern about cancer 
and estrogen therapy 
a spokeswoman 
explained 
But Hill and Knowlton has been con­ 
soled 
The firm has been hired to 
promote saccharin, another drug that 
tests have shown could cause cancer 
The PH experts will utilize their many 
strategies to attack the Food and Drug 
Administration for banning saccharin 
This 
multi-million-dollar 
campaign 
will be financed by the Calorie Control 
Council, a group of diet soda producers 
that rely on the artificial sweetener 
Footnote The Hill and Knowlton vice 
president who drafted the estrogen 
promotion. Stanley Sauerhaft assured 
us there was nothing “ underhanded 
about his scheme “ It was a proposal to 
put some balance and perspective into 
the whole picture, he told our associate.

HOT L E T T E R 
The Internal 
Revenue Service has jeopardized a half- 
billion-dollar investigation of wealthy 
tax evaders by removing its top agent 
from the case This will be good news, in 
particular, for mobsters who hide their 
ill-gotten ( ash in secret offshore bank ac­ 
counts 
The suspended agent is Richard Jaffe, 
a widely respected tax sleuth in Miami 
He has been called off Project Haven, a 
massive probe of foreign bank accounts 
that are used to evade taxes 
Jaffe was suspended after Cleveland 
Federal Judge John Manos. in a con­ 
troversial decision, declared that the 
agent had obtained evidence illegally 
Yet Internal Revenue s own inspectors 
cleared Jaffe of the same charges after 
an exhaustive. 18-month investigation 
He was also cleared by a federal grand 
jury. 
The tough Jaffe didn t take his suspen­ 
sion lying down He fired off a sizzling, 
secret letter to his superiors on May 2. 
acco rd in g to his la w y e r, Ja c k 
Solwerwitz “ With its customary short 
sightedness.” he wrote, “ the IRS has 
taken action it will have cause to 
regret ” 
He predicted that the judge’s “ ruling 
will be reversed’ and that “ the IRS will 
wind up with egg on its fa ce .’’ 
Meanwhile, his gutless bosses, he 
charged, had made him a “ sacrificial 
lamb ” 
In suspending Jaffe from the case, the 
IRS has abandoned one of its best in­ 
vestigators He has received numerous 
commendations for his investigations of 
organized crime cases 
Judge Manos' decision came during 
the prosecution of Jack Payner 
a 
reputed Ohio racketeer, who was the 
first Project Haven subject to be brought 
to court for falsely answering a bank ac­ 
count question on the tax forms If the 
decision stands, it will jeopardize many 
pending Project Haven cases, since the 
same evidence has been used to nail 
other alleged tax evaders 
The evidence, consisting of a stolen 
Rolodex file and banking files, was ob­ 
tained by Jaffe s informant. Norman 
Casper who managed to get the names 
of the people who held secret accounts in 
the Castle Bank of the Bahamas

from the International 
Monetary Fund of just under $4 billion 
helped to tide Britain over massive 
balanee-of pavments deficits That loan 
was hedged around with a number of 
restraints to be applied to the domestic 
economy 
It is a favorite theme of conservatives 
both here and in the Cntted States to put 
all this down to the British welfare 
system and the nationalization of certain 
basic industries such as coal and steel 
Thev have done a kind of dance of 
triumph on the welfare grave that has 
been not only simplistic but at times 
downright simple-minded 
For while no one would deny that 
British means have been strained to the 
breaking point on social reforms out of a 
past era. there are other and complex 
reasons for the decline of a once great 
power 
We sometimes blithely forget that for 
nearly a year and a half Britain stood 
alone as the Nazi armies overran Europe 
and seemed poised to invade the British 
Isles 
With Winston Churchill as the 
heroic embodiment of a nation that had 
allowed its defenses sadly to deteriorate. 
Britain endured the waves of Nazi 
bombers and Hitler s violent threats of 
worse to come 
In the course of rebuilding defenses, 
virtually all of British investments 
overseas were thrown into the breach 
V ital resources were consumed in the 
tires of war and this was true despite 
American efforts as in the bases for 
destrovers deal. to bolster the thin line of 
defense 
Then at the end of the war all of 
B rita in s tar-flung colonial empire went 


In Asia these possessions had been a 
source of revenue as well as a military 
responsibility However, inevitable this 
may have been in light of the uprising of 
colonial peoples, the loss of India and 
other great chunks of empire was a 
heavy blow For one thing, it has meant 
that the British have had drastically to 
c urtail their military obligations around 
the world 
One minor vet nevertheless significant 
blow came when Washington ended lend 
lease well in advance of a date that had 
been agreed upon 
One result was a 
series of U S loans that had to be repaid 
with what were then considered high 
rates of interest 
Coming down in the world is a more 
difficult process than coming up In the 
opinion of this observer, the British in 
the transition from great power to small 
power 
have behaved with grace and 
courage such as few examples in history 
have shown Thev are a civilized people 
and nowhere is this more evident than in 
thi>> most pleasant and civil of cities 
Civilized0 That s just the trouble, your 
dved in-the-wool conservative will sav.

they’re too civilized They don’t want to 
work and that goes from the top to the 
bottom 
Exploring the reasons for the “ British 
sickness.” one must perforce consider 
the caste-class system 
It has been a 
stumbling block in the wav of progres­ 
sive change in an ever-changing world 
While the fearful drain of two world wars 
has done something to erode it. there is 
still a remnant of Disraeli's “ two 
peoples"; in effect two nations, upper 
and lower A great deal of leveling has 
gone on but the separate attributes of 
class and caste remain 
As for the welfare system, it is ex­ 
tremely difficult to go backward Once a 
people have had free medical care, sub­ 
sidized housing and other benefits to take 
these benefits away or even to cut them 
back means a political n<k that any 
political parts would be reluctant to 
take The Tories can h.irdlv be said to 
have offered an alternative Thev would 
be likely to face even sterner demand^ 
trom the trade unions 
And how they 
could rebuff these demands no one 
knows

This set off a scrambling about to 
check the undersides of the chair seats 
and in a matter of seconds one man was 
whooping that he had found it and he ran 
up the aisle to the head table with the sl­ 


ip 
He was chagrined when he handed it t< 
the chairman because the slip was a tag 
listing in bold capital letters the instruc 
tions. ‘ Do not remove this tag under 
penalty of law 
This was the label that described th* 
fiber contents of the seat cushion and 
for vears the wording “ Do not remove 
this tag 
” was the source of much con 
sternation to me and. as it developed as i 
result of «he incident at the chamber 
meeting, a cause of concern to others as 
well 
The poor guy who had so boldly ripped 
the tag from the underside of his chair si 
inked back to his place, apparently tear­ 
ing that any moment he was going to 
have the cuffs slapped on him and be led 
off to prison for the unlawful removal of 
the tag 
It was this same desire to be a law- 
abiding citizen that caused me some 
problems in the early years of marriage 
My Child Bride and I had purchased 
our first home (at a price. I might add 
that was not much more than the price of 
our last automobile» and we set about 
furnishing it with a new couch and chair 
in the living room 
As anvone knows 
couch and chair 
cushions can be made to last longer and 
to hold their shape better if from time to 
time you turn them over 
In our case 
however there was a 
problem On one o* the couch cushions 
there was this three b\-five inch white 
tag sewed into the edging that blared its 
ominous warning “ Do not remove under 
penalty of law ’ 
It was most difficult to hide the tag 
when that side of the cushion was up on 
the couch We tried pillows in front of it 
we tried pinning it down to the backside 
of the cushion but nothing really worked 
satisfactorily 
After a year or so the tag got so worn 
that the lettering was not readabb 
anyway and there were times that I 
pondered whether the defacing of the 
label - 
even though unintentional 
might not be as heinous a crime as out 
right removal of it 
In the back of my mind there wa^ 
always the gnawing concern that some 
day, the law was going to come knocking 
at my door and say, “ All right 
we re 
here to inspect the labels on your couch 
cushions 
and heaven help you it 
they're not there'” 
Such a confrontation never occurred 
and years later I discovered why It wjs 
never the intent of the law that the owner 
of the couch or chair or other piece of 
furniture bearing such tags would net be 
allowed to remove them But that s what 
the tag said — do not remove, etc 
Some sympathetic legislator took pitv 
upon a constituent who boldly challenged 
the law The result was an amendment 
which made it unlawful only for the 
seller of the item to remove the label 
before the sale 
The intent of the law was clear 
to 
prevent the manufacturer or the seller 
from passing off a cushion stuffed with 
old nylon hose as one that was filled with 
kapok or some other more desirable 
fiber 
I had heard rumors to the effect that 
the law had been clarified, but there still 
are items of furniture in my house that 
have bedraggled labels that are no 
longer readable but which at one time 
said, “ Do not remove 
For the first time. I feel confident that 
it is all right to take the labels off The 
other day I was absent-mindedly picking 
at a piece of paper glued to the bottom of 
my chair here in the office and suddenly 
became aware that it was one of the 
warning labels when it came off in my 
hand 
Now 
however, it reads differently 
“ Under penalty of law this tag is not to 
be removed E X C E P T BY TH E CON­ 
SU M ER ." 
If there is enough interest among folks 
who, as I do, feel liberated by this dis­ 
covery, perhaps we could get together 
and have a label-burning ceremony 
On the other hand, this probably isn’t a 
good idea I'm sure that somewhere on 
the lawbooks there is a regulation under 
which we could be cited for polluting the 
air
